In fact, so p e rsiste n tly w as 
it pressed th a t it seem ed th a t her 
frien d s an d relativ es d o u b ted n o t only 
th e episode b u t h er id en tity . 
“ T h ere is no proof th a t she did n o t 
w ave th e flag, an d she c e rtain ly w ould 
have been th e la s t w om an in F red erick 
n o t to have done so. 
T h ere are to-day 
fo u r w om en living w ho did w ave flags. 
H ut th e ir n a lies w ill never be know n, 
because th ey w ould sh are th e sam e 
persecution thatM rs. F rietch ie endured.

D u rin g his lifetim e W h ittier w as 
h im self b eset by anxious inquirers, 
w h o so u g h t to be inform ed w h e th e r 
th e them e of his g re a t poem w as a 
m y th or a reality . 
In O ctober, ISSI), 
h e w ro te to N ellie B lessing E yster: 
“ I h ad a p o rtra it of th e good lady 
B arb ara, 
from th e sa in tly hand of 
D oro th ea Dix, whose life is sp en t in 
w orks of love a n d duty , an d a cane 
m ade of wood from B a rb a ra ’s co ttag e, 
Bent m e by Dr. S teiner, of th e M ary­ 
land senate. 
“ W h eth er she did a ll th a t m y poem 
a scrib ed to h er or not, she w as a brave 
a n d tru e w om an. 
I follow ed th e ac­ 
c o u n t given m e in a p riv a te le tte r *,nd 
th e p ap ers of th e tim e.” 
B eyond th e few stra n g e rs w ho have 
se ttle d in F red erick since th e w ar, and 
th e coterie of folk w ho believe in th e 
id e n tity of B a rb a ra F rietchie, for th e

c o u n try th a t th e soldiers of h er g irl­ 
hood had fo u g h t so h ard to establish. 
She w as exceedingly vain of h e r k n o w l­ 
edge of p ast ev en ts an d for a q u arter 
o f a cen tu ry before h er d e a th w as a 
g e-jeral source of h isto rical reference 
to th e people of Frederick. 
Besides, 
Bile could p red ict atm ospheric changes 
several days ahead of anybody else, 
and as fo r p la n tin g g ard en seeds so 
that they would com e up quick, she 
was infallible.
